Essentially, 
this is exactly what I am going to recommend! % not quite in the way you are 
expecting and certainly not for the reason most "sins" are commited, In order to 
make any sense out of this proposition I must present the "why" of the Exercise, 
(and thus annoy some of you who ere ready to break The Commandments "because my 
teacher,Gerald-Light ,told me to.") I shan't tell any of you to commit any sin. 
But I shall suggest that you may get more out of the sins you daily,and normally, 
do commit! And for my authority 1 will again summon up the Saints of old. 


Although you have read about it you have probably given little thought to one of 
the most important similarities in the lives of these fascinating Saints of the 
Church: the fact that before they became noted for their piety,their purity and 
holiness,they were equally noted for achievements and activities that are thought 
to lead one directly,and swiftly,to Hell. Most,if not all,of the greatest Saints 
broke the Commandments with a skill and abandon matched only by their later ven+ 
tures in the realm of "spiritual glories." Whatever these people did it was in 
a manner calculated to make the rest of the world sit up and take notice, All of 
our Great Saints were sublime egoisis. When they had wearied of the gutter and 
the flesh-pots (realizing,in most cases,there was nothing more for them to taste 
in that direction) with equal abandon and intensity,with incredible egotism, they 
"turned to God." But this turning to God was not what most of us would suppose. 
The idea of repentance,while certainly a part of their program,was only of an in-~ 
cidental importance. ‘The Saints turmed to God because they were so full of then- 
selves they could not turn to any one or any thing less than The Ultimate! _ 


Lest you get impatient at this point and remark that most people ARE full of them- 
selves, allow me to remind you that there is a vast difference between the self- | 
ness of a: Saint and that of the average mortal whatever we may call it, egotism, 
vanity or conceit. However annoying you may find the conceit of the average man — 
or woman, such self-awareness is childishly primitive compared with the super- 
human egotism of the Great Mystics and Seints..

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MAPS HARMONIC: MARS - ARIES EXERCISES 

Because this subject of Sin is a touchy one,and one certain to be misunderstood 
by most of my Readers, I am extending the Lesson beyond the ysual four pages in 
the hope that this additional space will give me more opportin ee oyene you. more 
opportunity to consider,the somewhat radical and surely unorthodox ideas of Sin, 
These Lessons are designed for Students of the Occult Mysteries,since readers of 
any other Christian ideology will find them not only useless but quite irritating. 
Consequently, the majority of you will long ago have dismissed the old Mosaic Code 
of the Bible and its god of vengeance, and substituted for it a standard which 
you have created year after year from your {ntellectual evolution and spiritual 
development, And this new standard is probably even more exacting, more over~ 
whelming than anything in the old channels of orthodox Christianity. This is so 
because your new standard is largely self-imposed. Hence,today,you hesitate to 
smoke,eat meat,use alcohol or violate the hundred and one taboos because of no 
Last Day Judgment, but because it would be unacceptable to your Master, or to the 
Occult School or System of vhich you are a parts . However, it little matters why 
the prohibition exists. The important thing is: Are you right in bowing to its 
dictates? Again that is a matter each individual must decide for himself. 


The important principle of technique that I want to explain here is one you can 
never value too highly, for its simple application may save you from real disaster. 
Some will be humorous in their response and ask what to do if their secret sin is 
a desire to commit murder,or some such extreme crime, To which I will promptly, 
and in great seriousness,answer that this very exercise may,indeed? save you from 
just such a terrible crime! Murder is almost invariably the result of a great 
accumulation of tiny conflicts and stresses which have been built up in the mind 
over a period of years. Except in cases of obsession,and Karmic carry-overs as 
with the crimes of children,something as terrible as murder is never possible if 
the person has not been struggzling for years with. a veritable host of hidden,evn 
unimowm,desires and inhibitions. "Great oaks from little acorns grow" is highiy 
appropriate as an example of the power of tiny"sins" to eventually produce crimes 
of an overwhelming and baffling character. Hence,ny "Escape-valve" for this danger. 


That minute or two which you use to indulge in one of your little sins may some 
day prove to be the very thing which saves you from-total disaster, But to pro- 
vide your emotional nature with the release it requires (in order to save it from 
total and disasterous explosion) you must be absolutely realistic and practical 
about this "submission to your sinful nature." For example: A Student of mine 
finds it possible to have a secret drink when he comes home from work now,and atno 
cost of self-respect or self-condemation, Having struggled for years in his own 
mind against the desire because of taboos first developed in childhood, later in 
church,and finally from a stady of metaphysics, this desire had become a haunting 
temptation assuming. a dimension out of all proportion to its actual significance, 
This hidden desire prompted other complexes; irritation,nervousness, jealousy,etc., 
which were rapidly undermining his health. Finally,seeing the practical aspect 
in using this one sin as an escape-valve from the pressure of additional faults, 
this Student began,somewhat as a ritual,the enjoyment of a single glass of wine. 
But he did so,eventually,with no sense of guklt,restraint or self-condemnation. 
Today he is a well man, poised,patient,and undisturbed that he has other "sins" 
remaining to be controlled; for he confidently expects to handle these others as 
he now controls his rather pathetic desire for a"little nip after dinner." By no 
means has he become a drunkard,please note. For various reasons,too complex | 
to give here,he had developed this notion for a toddy simply because so many of 
his friends were opposed to it,and he himself had made a fetich of it unimowngly 
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“MARS HORMONIC: = ‘MARS - ARIES _EXEROISE: 
Nothing removes our whey: and their temptations, so quickly as the bright light 
of Reality turned mercilessly upon them. Consider for ' cseiete the case of 
Miss A, whose greatest "sin",in her om estimation, was gossip. Any capable 
psychologist could quickly have discovered that Miss A, had developed unnatural 
interest for gossip because of her experiences as a child and young woman fearicg 
that her om privacy and personal life would be invaded as was the case with 
several members of her family.

She had been in the habit of visiting an elderly invalid each evening 
who lived in the same apartment house, Under the pretext of bringing her some | 
‘pudding or dessert Miss A.had devoted an hour or two each night to hearing from 
the nat lady all that had TEBE DAT during the day in the huge mpee nent house.

Miss re proke off her nightly visit to the elderly'zossip"and earnestly tried to 
spend the time in prayer and meditation. When she came to me she was near com- 
plete collapse due largely to the accumulation of other neuroses which had devel- 
op from this,to her,abnormel suppression of gossip. Upon my advice she resumed 
< Rep nightly visits with the invalided friend-—but with certain stiuplations. : Ske 
'. was to give her WHOLE mind and attention to this hour of gossip. And she was to 
completely dismiss all thoughts of "sin" or wealmess which she had attached to it 
before. In other words, she was to wallow in this gossip as though her very life 
depended upon it. Then,when she retired,she was to review every pit of it fora 
meditation exercise. It was not long until Miss A. had enough of gossip,and all 
those things connected with it. Human beings are very much the same,although a 
- glight difference may exist in the settings of their Lives and etiedrs Miss A, 
quickly percieved this---and lost most of her hidden, subconscious fears;and she 
also lost her taste for gossip. Her health improved. She found happiness within 
her own little world--a world she had formerly feared to observe lest she dis- 
cover things she could not PROB: In short,she soon became. fed up with her" sin, " 


You, also, will shortly become indifferent to your sins and their temptations---if 
you will seek to express these sins with your whole heart,mind and strength. For |. 
the moment we completely give ourself to any "sin" we aiscover it is not nearly 

so attractive. But the eternal indecision,umcertainty and hesitancy most of us 
go through in regard to these temptations, endows them with a character,a glamor 

a delight they simply do not possess. That is why we must learn to express,to. 
‘live and to "sin" with the full intensity of our whole being. Therefore, the 
suggestion from The Teachers is to take one small temptation and compel yourself 
to fully and completely test its nature by looking it squarely in the face, It is

They 
are most self-assertive little souls,aggressive intr extreme, 
ond determined to be in the Jrading place in whatever they do, 
Being daring and venturesome to a degree,they are often more 
than a match for their parents and guardians, These chil@ren 
require very careful attention when they are passing through

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Slim and muscular. His physical energy is intense,but as 
Mears is his Ruler,his energy comes in sourts,rather spas- 
modically,and does not give him much po vers of endurance. 
While his affairs are progressing smoothly,he is usually 
able to make rapid advances;but if opposition and resis- 
tance become very strong,he does not seem able to hold out 
against it very long. His constitution is powerful,but of 
a sensitive,delicate character;and sudden,quick effort is 
more natural to him than any long continued activity. 


Since Aries governs the head and face,Arians,of both types, 
suffer from headaches, sinus disorders,teeth troubles, A 
nervous agitation seems to be charging through them much of 
the time and often develops various fevers and inflammations, 
(Mars,being the Ruler, produces many fevers and violent sick- 
nesses of an eruptive nature.) Arians usually recover,or 
suecumb,quickly. They do not linger,as do other Signs, in 
those chronic diseases which gradually waste the life-force. 
Their constitution is not adapted to a long bout with ill- 
noss of any sort;and they often manage to pull through on 
the strength of their "nerve." Aries is such a vivid,vital 
Soul he much ~vefers to give up quickly and get it over-- 
rather than to linger along half-alive and always ailing. 


The passive type of Aries is short in stature,with rounded 
skull,rather than the long head of nis more active brother. 
His face is more fleshly and soft,the chin less pronounced 
and the profile quite resembling the symbol of his Sign,a 
Ram, There is considerable nervousness about him,a constant 
restlessness and uncertainty which must be carefully con- 
trolled and guided lest serious nervous afflictions result. 
His eyes are usually pale and blue,lacking the fire and vi- 
tality of the positive type,and filled with a rather sad, 
timid,bewildered expression.

| flash away. He is out and gone before we have learned to 

grow accustomed to the speed and dash with which he moves 
into everything. His fearlessness is something to shame 
those of a more timid vision;and this makes him the perfect 
Adventurer into the Unknown and Unsolved. What he learns 
will usually be the result of his own experiences,for he is 
seldom content to take the wisdom of others and be satis- 
fied with their opinions.

The enthusiasm of Aries is contagious and moves 
everybody along with it,whenever he really turns on the 
steam. This gives him the sense of being forever young and 
vital;and it attracts people to him from all walks of life. 
He is usually optimistic and full of wonderful self-confi- 
dence,because he deals largely with tiic immediate duties 
and tasks and does not allow his imagination to wander out 
too far ahead of him, He makes an excellent diplomat;is 
very clever at devising exvedients,and is the person to go 
for assistance when one is in an emergency. By moving in 
a straight line,from point to point,rather than confronting 
the vroblem as a whole,he is brilliantly able to solve each 
detail,one at a time,until the whole thing resolves itself 
into the proper condition of solution and satisfaction. 
For this reason Aries is sometimes accused of being incon- 
Sistent,insincere and tricky. He may seem to have changed 
his policy or attitude several times in regard to the same 
proposition;but this is because he does not consider the 
matter as a whole, He moves from point to point,and uses 
whatever attitude will solve that particular point. 


This attitude of solving,or working with each problem in 
something of a piecemeal style,is also seen in his response 
to his friencs and companions, Aties may love a person,and 
very ardentl, because of some one particular characteristic 
or trait--bei: 3 compzetely indifferent to other traits he 
does not care for,or which the world would condemn.

He is quite 
aware of this ability,however,and may be inclined to slight 
his studies in the confident belief that he can catch up at 
the end of the term and come out with flying colors. This 
he often does,though he may put too heavy a burden on his 
very delicate nervous system through too much over-study, 
These children are absolutely fearless,and should be care- 
fully watched to see that they do not get into danger un- 
knowingly.
